“Exports can be made to any destination in the world No discrimination 
is made, between one country and another, in the matter of issue 
of licences This means that foreign buyers are free irrespective 
of the country to which they belong, to procure their require¬ 
ments of controlled commodities from persons holding export 
licences or eligible to leceive licences To this general rule, the 
only exceptions are the Union of South Africa, South-West Africa 
and Rhodesia, because of a complete ban on trade with these 
countries (No export is, therefore, permitted to these count¬ 
ries Border trade (i e. frontier trade) between India and Tibet 
region of China shall not, however, be allowed”
